At  noon  on  Sept  11th,  students  and  fac- 
ulty joined  hands  for  a  moment  of  silence 


The  culmination  of  events  that  occurred  in  the  morning  hours 
of  September  1 1"'  forever  changed  the  hearts  and  minds  of  an  entire 
nation.   On  that  tragic  Tuesday  morning,  students  and 
faculty  members  spread  the  inconceivable  news  that 
terrorist  attacks  had  claimed  the  lives  of  thousands  of 
innocent  Americans  on  American  soil,  destroying  parts 
of  the  World  Trade  Center  and  the  Pentagon.  Those 
who  quickly  found  the  closest  television  watched  the 
towers  of  the  World  Trade  Center  completely  crumble 
and  witnessed  footage  of  people  jumping  from 
windows  of  the  massive  buildings.  The  tragedy  ignited 
a  strong  mixture  of  emotions  within  everyone  and 
students  would  forever  remember  the  exact  moment 
they  heard  the  news.  Disbelief  and  silence  set  in  over 
the  campus.  Overwhelmed  students  gathered  for 
prayer  at  noon,  joining  hands  and  holding  each  other 
in  Ball  Circle.  Four  hours  later,  hundreds  of  students 
and  faculty  members  gathered  in  silence  in  Dodd 
Auditorium,  once  more  praying  for  the  lives  lost  and  a 
nation  still  overcome  with  horror  That  same  night, 
more  than  a  thousand  students,  faculty  and 
community  members  held  a  candlelight  \  igil  in  Ball 
Circle. 

"United  We  Stand"  became  the  theme  for  the 
entire  nation  and  students,  gatherings  of  students 
encouraged  peace  and  various  organizations  across 
campus  gave  to  charities  supporting  the  September 
1 1""  recovery  efforts.  United  efforts  drew  students 
together  and  helped  them  heal,  as  they  attempted  to 
make  sense  of  the  life-altering  event.  New  levels  of 
patriotism  characterized  the  college  community  and 
produced  the  strength  necessary  to  move  on.   Life 
slowly  returned  to  normal,  but  with  a  more  cautious 
and  wary  approach  to  the  unfamiliar  The  scars  ran 
deep,  and  students  knew  a  part  of  their  lives  had 
changed  forever.

Each  of  these  departments  benefitted  greatly  from  the  new  building  and  its 
technologies.  A  new  language  lab,  archaeology  and  drafting  areas,  writing  labs  and  a  spacious  lecture  hall  aided 
the  departments  occupying  Combs.  In  addition  to  these.  Combs  housed  the  Speaking  Center,  the  campus  debate 
program.  Center  for  Historic  Preservation  and  provided  technology  in  almost  every  classroom  to  allow  professors 
to  supplement  their  teaching  with  computers  and  videos.  Students  also  enjoyed  the  new  Combs  Hall,  whether 
because  of  the  new  classrooins  and  facilities  or  because  of  the  quick  walk  froin  Bushnell  or  Jefferson.

•  •  •  •  Before  1987,  Trinkle  Hall  housed  Mary  Washington  College's  library,  but  more  recently  the  building 
contained  the  Departments  of  Computer  Science:  Classics,  Philosophy,  and  Religion;  and  Mathematics.  Trinkle 
Hall  also  included  the  Center  for  Instructional  Technology,  several  computer  labs,  study  rooms  that  students 
frequented  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  the  Multimedia  Center,  the  Help  Desk  and  the  Student  Writing  Center.  The 
Computer  Science  Department  proved  a  popular  major,  following  the  guidelines  of  the  ACM/IEEECS.  which 
presented  a  vast  range  of  curricular  models  for  different  types  of  institutions  such  as  engineering  and  liberal  arts. 
It  offered  individual  study  courses  and  honors  projects,  and  had  four  scholarships  available  for  qualified  students. 
The  Department  of  Classics,  Philosophy,  and  Religion  provided  a  home  to  three  disciplines  engaged  respectively 
in  the  study  of  classical  languages  and  civilization,  philosophical  thought  and  the  scholarly  study  of  religion. 
The  Department  of  Education  at  Mary  Washington  College  offered  courses  designed  to  prepare  the  liberal  arts 
student  to  meet  requirements  for  licensure  as  a  teacher.  The  Virginia  Department  of  Education,  the  State  Council 
of  Higher  Education  of  Virginia  and  the  National  Association  of  State  Directors  of  Teacher  Education  and 
Certification  approved  the  Teacher  Education  program  at  the  college.  The  Department  of  Mathematics  offered  a 
wide  range  of  math  classes  for  students  at  any  level.  The  scholarships,  awards  and  honor  societies  included 
remained  the  Meredith  C.  Loughran  "94  Scholarship,  The  Oscar  Schultz  Award  and  the  Pi  Mu  Epsilon  Honor 
Society.  Three  major  areas  comprised  the  Center  for  Instructional  Technology:  Instructional  Technology.  Computer 
Help  Desk  and  Technology  Training.

The  Multimedia  Center  also  kept  its  location 
in  Chandler.  This  center  included  the  non-print  media  as  well  as  the  AV  equipment. 

•  •  •  •  The  curriculum  of  the  department  of  business  administration  provided  the  student  with  background  in  the 
subject  areas  of  accounting,  finance,  management  and  marketing,  all  in  the  context  of  the  liberal  arts  environment 
provided  by  Mary  Washington  College.  Signet  Bank,  The  Society  for  Advancement  of  Management,  the  Benjamin 
T.  Pitts  Award,  the  Class  of  "42  James  Harvey  Dodd  Award,  The  Elizabeth  Griffith  Schmidt  '35  Award  and  the 
Amory  Award  all  funded  scholarships  specifically  designated  for  majors  in  business  administration.  Many  students 
belonged  to  the  campus  chapters  of  the  Accounting  Club  (ACCESS)  and  Students  In  Free  Enterprise  (SIFE). 
Students  who  established  outstanding  records  of  academic  achievement  earned  an  election  to  Sigma  Beta  Delta, 
the  national  honor  society  in  business  management  and  administration. 

•  •  •  •The  Department  of  Psychology,  according  to  the  Mary  Washington  2001-2003  Academic  Catalogue, 
provided  psychology  majors  "with  a  sound  introduction  to  psychology  as  a  scientific  discipline,  including  both 
traditional  areas  and  more  recent  trends  and  theoretical  developments.  In  addition,  students  received  extensive 
training  in  methodology  and  statistics.  The  study  of  psychology  provided  an  excellent  means  for  developing 
critical  thinking,  writing,  oral  communication  and  research  skills."  In  addition  to  Psi  Chi,  the  national  honorary 
society  in  psychology,  and  attending  meetings  to  present  research  for  the  Virginia  Psychological  Association,  the 
department  awarded  annual  Minnie  Rob  Phaup  scholarships  to  junior  and  senior  psychology  majors.  A  graduating 
senior  also  received  the  Outstanding  Senior  Psychology  Major  Award.

•  •  •  •  The  art  department,  located  in  Melchers,  offered  two  distinct  but  inten-elated  majors.  The  studio  art 
major  placed  the  student  in  the  challenging  situation  of  addressing  theor\'  and  technique  in  the  making  of  art.  The 
art  history  major  provided  students  with  the  intellectual  environment  needed  to  gain  knowledge  about  works  of 
art  and  the  research  skills  necessary  to  discover  new  infonnation  about  them.  With  a  collection  of  over  80,000 
slides,  lecture  rooms  with  sophisticated  projectors,  a  darkroom,  spacious  studios  with  skylights  and  a  digital 
media  laborator\\  the  department  remained  fully  equipped  to  serve  both  majors. 

•  •  •  •  The  art  history  major  explored  in  chronological  sequence  the  span  of  Western  art  within  its  proper 
cultural,  philosophical  and  historical  context.  Special  courses  on  styles,  issues  and  individuals  in  Western  and 
non-Westem  art  gave  a  broad  overview  of  the  complexity  of  human  artistic  expression.  Field  trips  to  Washington, 
D.C.,  Richmond,  Baltimore  and  New  York  City,  along  with  lectures  by  visiting  art  historians  kept  students  in  touch 
with  important  art  and  recent  developments  in  the  field.  In  the  internship  program,  students  gained  valuable 
experience  and  career  contacts  by  working  in  reputable  museums  and  art  institutions  in  the  Washington  and 
Richmond  areas. 

•  •  •  'The  studio  art  major  taught  fundamental  skills,  increased  aesthetic  sensibilities,  and  advanced  the 
student's  individual  development  primarily  in  the  traditional  areas  of  ceramics,  drawing,  photography,  painting, 
printmaking,  and  sculpture,  with  opportunities  to  explore  personal  approaches  and  skills  in  diverse  media  and 
techniques.  Individual  study  courses  for  advanced  students  focused  on  specific  artistic  problems.  Optional 
internships  offered  professional  experience.  Studio  art  majors  culminated  their  program  with  an  exhibit  in  the 
college  gallery  or  by  submission  of  a  Senior  Assessment  portfolio.
